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HUGHES DEMANDS | 
DRASTIC IN QUIRY 


New York Governor in Speech 
Declares Political House- 
hold in State Must 
Be Disinfected. 


ALLDs IS FOUND GUILTY, 


Senator, Convicted of Bribe 
Taking, Resigns Ahead of 
Verdict; Conger Is to 
Stay and Fight. 


New York, March 20.—[Special.J—Political 
corruption among the legislators of New 
York state was dealt decisive blows today. 

At Albany Senator Jotham P. Allds was con- 
victed of bribe taking by a senate vote of 40 to 9. 
He anticipated the result by resigning. 

The senate verdict, to be followed by an at- 
tempt te oust Senator Ben Conger, Allds’ prin- 
cipal accuser, was declared to assure a general 
“ graft” investigation by a committee of the 
two chambers of the assembly. 

Witnesses at fire insurance investigation told 
of fund used to buy votes on legislation at Al- 
bany. One lobbyist had asked $3,000 with 
which to purchase six senators, 

In a speech tonight Gov. Hughes declared 
“the political household needs disinfecting,” 
and demanded «a drastic investigation of 
charges of legislative bribery. 

Demands Fullest Inquiry.“ 

The governor spoke at the banquet of the 
Merchants' exchange in New Rochelle. 

Fullest inquiry by every competent 
means into the charges of political cor- 
ruption in New York state were advocated 
by the governor, who asserted he had no 
panacea for the prevention of future public 
ills of a similar nature, but declared anew his 
belief in the direct primary as a salutary 
measure for purging the political system. 

Starting with the declaration that political 
corruption is not partisan, but the common 
enemy, the governor said: 

These are wholesome days for the people 
of this state, full of opportunity and promise. 
It is not when the pestilence is known, the 
infected quarterg ascertained and every ef- 
fort made to limit and eradicate that we 
have reason to be alarmed, but rather when 
ignorance or indifference permit it to spread 
unchecked. 

Publicity as a Purifier. |

Let there be the fullest inquiry by every 
competent means. 

Must Expose the Faithless. 

It is needed to expose those who have 
been faithless. to their trust. It is needed to 
put an end to corrupt alliances bet ween busi- 
ness and politics. It is needed to protect hon- 
est business. It is just to the honorable 
men in the legislature who should not be the 
victims of an indiscriminate denunciation by 
reason of practices in which they have no 
part. It is just to party organization that it 
may be saved from the corrupt uses which 
have brought it into contempt: 

“Tt is needed to show how and wherein 
the people have been deceived tha: they 
may protect themselves against decept‘cn in 
the future. 

It is necessary in order that temedial 
measures, whether in legislative rules cr in 
statutes, should be adopted so as to reduce 
to a minimum the opportunities for stealth 
and of chicanery in advancing or retarding 
legislative proposals. 

Whatever may be the result of such an 
inquiry, it is clear now, as it has been for a 
long time, that we should make a change in 
cur methods of nominating candidates for 
elective Offices. The revelations of the last 
few weeks have supplied fresh evidence of 
the defects ot the present system under 
which fraud and borruption have prospered. 


Bear “Stamp of the Dollar.”’ 
The single alm of political corruptionists 


is to place in office men who will do their 


bidding, upon whom they can depend to fur- 
ther their interests. These generally are 
not party interests, but purely personal 
interests and the stamp of the dollar is on 
ost of them. 

I favor a plan of direct nominations by 
which party candidates for elective offices 
Shall be chosen directly by the secret vote of 
the party voters. I also favor the election of 
members of party committees by the direct 
vote of the party voters. 

“This subject is one about whi¢h I feel 
keenly, and yet, as you must know, it involves 
no personal interest of mine. The responsi- 
bility for proper action at this time in the 
improvement of our nominating methods 
cannot be evaded. The issue inevitably will 
remain until it is rightly decided.”

GAYNOR PLANS ar SUNDAYS 


New ‘York Mayor Outlines Law 
Enforcement Scheme. 


WOULD CURB THE POLICE, 


Criticises Reformers, and Puts Burden 
on District Attorney. 


New York, March 29.—William -J. Gaynor, 
mayor of Greater New York, made public to- 
night his promised plan of action for making 
New York a “dry” city on Sunday and at 
the same time to eradicate the eating can- 
ker of extortion’ by the police, which he 
characterized as far worse than Sunday 
liquor selling. 

Since he assumed office the mayor has vig- 
orously cembated the police custom of al- 
lowing plain clothes men to seek Sunday 
law violations, condemning it as a system of- 
fering fruitful opportunity for graft. Oppos- 
ing it, he promised a practical substitute, and 
tonight he came forth with his suggestions. 
They are embodied in a letter to WilHam H. 
Baker, commissioner of police, in which the 
mayor not only outlines his plan of action but 
describes the extortion to which liquor deal- 
ers have voluntarily submitted. 

In short, the mayor places the entire re- 
sponsibility in the hands of the state excise 
department and the district attorney's office. 
The police are practically forhdden to make 
arrests. 


Must Stay Insidé Pale of Law. 
The letter says, in part: 


laws is the way prescribed by law. If pub- 
lic officials are suffered to go outside of the 
law and do as they like in the ostensible 
enforcement thereof, the inevitable result 
is oppression, and hence extortion and black- 
mail. 

“As you know, I began in January by no- 
tifying the district associations of liquor deal- 
| ers throughout the city, which contain about 
8,000 members, that they must cease collect- 
ing money, from their members by means of 
so-called monthly dues, averaging about $20 
a month, and paying the same to persons of 


protection, as it was called. 

I had the leaders of these organizations 
come here in order to make them understand 
that suc§ a system could no longer be per- 
mitted to continue if we could stop it, and 
that we thought we could. I am informed 
that all of these associations have voted to 
discontinue such collectiong of money and 
I believe they have done so. 

The hotel men and saloonkeepers, espe- 
clally the 2,000 which do not belong to such 
organizations, have also been paying money 
weekly and monthly to policemen in plain 
clothes, and also to the agents of private 
societies who called regularly for it. 


Hindered by “Reformers.” 

“This was not only made possible but fos- 
-‘teped by the irregular methods adopted for 
enforcing the liquor tax here, and by the ac- 
tion of some good persons who know nothing 
ot the difficulties of government urging on 
such methods. 

“The result was extortion of money from 
the proprietors of saloons and hotels all 
over the city. The provisions of the liquor 
tax law were carefully drawn to prevent 
all of this, as I shall point out presently, and 


outside of this city, resulting in the reduc- 
tion of extortion to the minimum, and a safe, 
orderly, and effective administration of the 
liquor tex law. It is now time we enforce 
the law as well as or even better than it 
is enforced throughout the rest of the state.“ 

Here the mayor, reciting a provision of 
the law prohibiting bar screens, suggests 
his first remedy, as follows: 

Let every policeman inspect every bar- 
room from the outside continually during 
‘prohibitive hours to see that this provision 
of the law is complied with to the letter. 
The captains and inspectors must make a 
similar inspection and see that the patrolmen 
do their duty. Let any neglect of duty on 
this head by patrolman, captain, ihepector, 
or other be cause for ‘dismissal.” 


Work fof Officers. 

The mayodr’s next recommendation ‘sg to 
let the state excise officers, separate and 
apart from the local police, obtain the 
necessary evidence, which shall be submitted 
to the district attorney. 

“This is the time honored, safe, and or- 
derly method prescribed by the statute 
itself, writes the mayor, and is stric...y 
followed by the state authorities. 

“The police authorities of this city have 
ignored the statute. Asa result, no better 
means of extortion could be devised, and 
the outcome has been general extortion, the 
bargain for the amount to be paid often being 
struck on the way to the station house 

If the local police desire to act, they must 
do so, the mayor continues, only by making 
„formal complaint under oath to the district 
attorney. This method, he adds, has been 
entirely rejected, while vast amounts have 
been collected as extortion, an evil which, 
he says, is “ sapping and destroying gov- 
ernment.” 

In conclusion, the mayor condemns cer- 
tain temperance orga tions and reform- 
ers, whom he does not name, but whom he 
charges with having encouraged insubor- 
dination among the police.

COAL SITUATION - 
REACHES CRISIS 


Miners and Operators Fail to 
Agree and Strikes Involv- 
ing 279,000 Men May Be 
Called on Friday. 


WAGES IN WAY OF PEACE. 


Only Substantial Disagreement 
Is Over Money; Illinois Al- 
most Certain to Have 
Trouble.

Cincinnati, O., March 29. Only immediate 
increase in wages will prevent numerous and 
widespread strikes in the bituminous coal 
mines of the country. This appears to be 
the inevitable sequel of the action of the 
special convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers of North America in adjourning here late 
today, following the final disagreement and 
dissolution of the joint conference of the 
central competitive field. 

The terms proposed by the miners for the 
continuation of work after the expiration 
of the present agreements on midnight 
Thursday will admit of no comprontise 80 far 
as wages are concerned: On most other ques- 
tions, however, there is room for agreement. 

Delegates from various states said tonight 
that the wage situation wag strained in the 
bituminous district of Pennsylvania, in Liil- 
nois, in Indiana, in Iowa, in Michigan, and 
in the southwestern district, which includes 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, Oklahoma, and 
Texas. The men employed in these districts 
reach a total number of 279,000. 


Illinoig and Pennsylvania Worst. 

The most threatening aspect is overshad- 
owing the Pennsylvania and Illinois sec- 
tions. In Pennsylvania there can be no new 
contract short of a settlement of the contro- 
versy over the new explosive laws of that 
state, and in Illinois the old problem of pay- 
ment for the services of shotfirers looms up 
as a possible barrier to peaceful settlement. 

Both questions were brought up on the 
floor of the convention, but whereas a posi- 
tive declaration was adopted on the former, 
the Illinois miners were not allowed to put 
the convention on record as supporting or 
rejecting the justice of their grievances. 
Briefly, the miners’ demands are that all 
operators agree to pay the increased wages 
of 5 cents a ton on pick mine screen coal, 
with proportionate advances for other meth- 
ods of mining and outside labor as a prerequi- 
site to other negotiations on other questions. 
With the advance in pay assured, work may 
be continued in the mines affected pending 
a solution of the minor points, provided the 
national executive board of the union ap- 
proves action to this effect by the district 
officers. | 

The national board is made the final power 
go far as the union is concerned, but it is 
expressly forbidden to modify the wage de- 
mands. 


May Sign Agreements by States. 

It was announced by President T. L. Lewis 
that the proposition adopted by the conven- 
tion was not to be construed as affecting con- 
tracts which did not expire until after April 
1. The announcement precludes immediate 
trouble in Montana, Wyoming, and Wash- 
ington, 

A provision that agreements may be signed 
by states, districts, or groups of districts will, 
it is thought, have a like beneficial effect in 
Ohio and Indiana. Only a few operators in 
these states are thought to be determined to 
hold out against an advance, and Lewis ex- 
plained that the provision was inserted to 
prevent a whole state being tied up by the 
“ obstinacy ot a few mine ovfiers. 

The provision also is expected to apply ben- 
clay to Texas and portions of the south- 
western competitive field, where mines in 
Missouri, for example, form 4 part of the 
Iowa district, and some Kansas mines are 
included in Missouri. 

Late tonight President Lewis issued a 
signed statement reviewing the outlook and 
predicting peace except in a few instances. 


Lewis Is Optimistic. 

“The failure to reach an agreement in the 
tristate joint convention, which has been in 
session for three weeks, will have no serious 
effect on the mining industry of the country,” 
the statement said. There may be tem- 
porary suspensions in some of the districts 
until we are able to reach the opyeatore and 
expidin the situation. 

The larger part of the tonnage represented 
by the Ohio operators will be sigped up with- 
in a week. The situation in Illinois and west- 
ern Pennsylvania may be complicated for a 
couple of weeks or a little longer, but Iam 
edtisfied that eveftything will be straightened 
out without any serious trouble.” 

That the Pennsylvania miners are expect- 
ing a hard struggle was indicated by amend- 
ments to the original proposition offered by 
Francis Feehan, head of the union's organ- 
ization in that state. The first of these de-

The influence of vast wealth and of her 
financial monarch of à father was shown in 
her regal private car manner of traveling 
and in the way in which she breught the 
whole Congress hotel humbly to her feet and 
surrounded her big suite with private detec- 
tives.

Arriving at 1 o’clock, she set 
out an hour later in an automobile fof a tour 
of three small parks and visits tothe Federa- 
tion of Labor headquarters, Hull house, and 
the University of Chicago settlement. 

The visit to the center of trade unionism in 
Chicago was probably the most interestin 
of these, for there, in the bare, dingy room, 
the daughter of the man who ip the embodi- 
ment of capitalism rubbed elbows, shook 
hands, and gossiped with laborers and work- 
ing girls, representatives of trade unionism. | 


Interested in Working Girls. 

President John Fitzpatrick and Secretary 
Edward N. Nockels of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of labor did the honors. They escorted 
their guest through the various offices and 
told her they represented the largest central 
labor body in the world. They showed her 
the headquarters of the Woman's. Trade 
Union league with its large library of books 


on economic and sociological subjects, in 


which she expressed much interest and pleas- 
ure. 

Among those to whom she was introduced 
were: Magdalen Dallos, office stenographer; 
John C. Harding, secretary of the Chicago 
Typographica) union; Emma Steghegen, a 
boot and shoe worker, secretary of the Wom- 


an's Trade Union league; Agnes Nestor, or-

From the labor headquarters Miss Morgan 
visited Hull house. In preparation for this 


visit, she said, she had read through a book | 


by Miss Jane Addams on the train coming to 
Chicago. She saw every part of the settle- 
ment, and expressed a regret that she could 
not live there for some time, as she realized 
that in no other way could she come to know 
the “ wonderful institution.” 

The three small parks selected for her in- 
spection were Mark White square, Sherman 
park, and Davis square, which were consid- 
ered sufficient to demonstrate to her the su- 
periority of Chicago's small park system io 
anything of its kind in the world. At each 
she was shown the gymnasia, swimming 
pools, ball grounds, reading and refreshment 
rooms and dance halls, crowded with children 
of a score of nationalities. 

The automobile trip, which Miss Morgan 
took as the guest of Miss Mary McDowell, 
concluded with tea at the University of Chi- 
cago settlement house, back of the yards.” 
There Miss Morgan met again some of the 
young women she had met previously at the 
labor headquarters, and some of the settle- 
ment workers. 


Asks Questions of Workers. 

In spite of her condescending democracy, 
however, she was her father’s daughter, the 
heiress to millions, in unquestioned command 
of the situation at all times. Those around 
her were made to understand that Miss Mor- 
gan did not answer questions or express her 
opinions. Even her hostess was not informed 
of her plans, or her ideas. But she asked 
questions of every one whom she met. Par- 
ticularly was this true of the members of 
the Woman’s Trade Union league, which she 
joined in New York shortly after making her 
gift of several thousand dollars to the strik- 
ing shirtwaist workers. 

Of each of these girls she asked what epe- 
cific benefits had resulted to them indi- 
vidually and to their friends from organiza- 
tion and unioniem. She asked for definite 
information as to the value of each of the 
features in the small parks and in the settle- 
ments, and seemed insatiable in her quest for 
trustworthy first hand knowledge of socio~ 
logical experiments. 


Eager to Get at Realities, 

I believe she is a straightforward woman 
who really wants to help in the great work 
in which we are engaged,” said Miss Mg- 
Dowell. It is a Vast field, and she is not 
certain just how she can do the most good. 
so she is making a personal investigation of 
what others are doing and of the success 
they are having. She was certainly in a 
sociological mood today, and at all times 
eager to get at realities.” 

Miss Morgan left the settlement with Mrs.

According to the report of Dr. Walter 
S. Haines, who examined the stomach of Mr. 
Moody, he found enough arsenic to kil) six 
men. For several days prior to Feb. 20 Mr. 
Moody had been suffering severely from an 
iliness of long standing. He took purgatives, 
so that on the morning of the Sunday on 
which he died his stomach was empty. At 
7 o'clock that morning he ate the hamburger 
steak, according to Dr. Haines’ report, tak- 
ing enough arsenic into his empty stomach 
to kill six men. Yet, strangely enough, 
Moody lived all day. 


But Never Heard of Enemies. 


He may have been poisoned through 
ptomaines. If some one killed him by the 
use of arsenic or some other poison I am sure 
that the members of his family had nothing to 
do with the murder—if such it was. 

The ice box was on the rear porch and ac- 
cessible to any one who might desire to poison 
him. But I never heard that he had any 
enemies and am more inclined toGelieve that 
he died from taking ptomaines. One of the 
assistant state’s attorneys who is interested 
in this case stated today that the police had 
not one iota of evidence which would justify 
them in accusing Mrs. Moody or Peterson.“ 

Attorney William T. Wilson from Mr.

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PRIZE HOAXER VISITS CHICAGO 


Cobbler Who Donned Uniform 
and Took a Town to Lecture. 


SENT TO PRISON FOR JOKE, 


Says He Preyed on Official’s Brass But- 


4 ton Worship. 


The Hauptmann von Koepenik” is in 
Chicago. Ip private life he is Wilhelm 
Voigt, a cobbler of the duchy of Luxem- 
burg. He gained the title which is jocosely 
assigned him by putting on a captain’s uni- 
form, ordering out a company of soldiers, and 
taking possession of the town of Koepenik, 
a suburb of Berlin. 

Voight performed the hoax in revenge for 
being refused a passport to Bohemia by Herr 
Burgermeister Lieut. Dr. Langehans of 
Koepenik. He bought a second hand cap- 
tain’s uniform and by virtue of its authority 
ordered out troops from the nearby fortress 
of Ploetzensee and put all the municipal offi- 
cials of Koepenik under arrest. 

The ‘uniform, the coat, the buttons, the 
cap, that is the god of Germany,” said Voigt 
yesterday at the Hotel Bismarck. The 
mayor looked at me and said, ‘ This man has 
no power’ Then he looked at the captain's 
coat and bowed his head and surrendered to 
the buttons. 

“They put me into prison for awhile, but 
it was worth: it to me to see the mayor’s face 
when he surrendered to that second hend uni- 
form. 

When I thought I would like to see Russia 
and Bohemia I went to this mayor-Heuten- 
ant-doctor, and I said Herr Burgermeister, 
please, a passport.’ He looked at me and 
saw a cobbler and became puffed with au- 
Be off with you,’ he said. ‘Do 
not annoy me with your affairs. Government 
officials do not upset their routine for cob- 
blers. Later for your passport, cobbler, or, 
maybe, never.’ 

went to Berlin and bought the uniform. 
Then I went to the fort while the officers were 
at luncheon and I gave my orders. Nobody 
questioned. They looked at my coat and ran 
wherever I told them. 

Tou are under arrest,’ I said to the 
mayor-lleutenant- doctor. Tou have given 
offense to a worthy citizen of the duchy of 
Luxembourg.’ 

He looked at my uniform and the power 

of speech and of thought deserted him, 
I knew that it would. I put him and his 
clerks and all the officials that were in the 
Rathshqus in a wagon avd ordered the men 
to take them to the fort. A captain had or- 
dered it and they were satigfied.’’ 

There were 2,500,000 marks in the treas- 
ury of Koepenhik. Voigt took several thou- 
sand just to show hew easy it wag. 

He was sentenced to four years’ imprison- 
ment. The laughter which his jest caused 
throughout Europe was participated in by 
Emperor William, who caused his confine- 
ment togbe madeé easy and ‘pardoned him at 
the expiration of a year.

RAILROADS TO BOOST RATES; 
OFFSET TO WAGE INCREASE? 


Eastern Lines Plan ‘Reclassification, It 
Is Said, and 
Fight the Move, 


The railroads of the country, under the 


| leadership of the big trunk lines, have start- 


ed a campaign for higher freight rates. The 
heavy commodities especially will be affect- 
ed, it is said. That was the information 
that reached Chicago last night. The re- 
ported new move is planned to offset the 
recent wage increaseé.

The Illinois Manufacturers’ association, ac- 
cording to Secretary John M. Glenn, will fight 
expected increases under the néw classifica- 
tian.

Failure of the coa) operators and miners in 
the interstate agreement affecting western 
Pennsyivania, Ohio, and Indiana to agree at 


the conference in Cincinnati is expected to | 


result in a suspension of mining in Illinois on 
April 1. Even if a compromise settlement 
should be reached in the other three states, 
Tilinois operators declared yesterday, a strike 
in Illinois was certain, as it would be impossi- 
bie to reach an agreement with the minersin 
this state by next Friday morning. 

No date has been set for a resumption of 
negotiations between Illinois operators and 
miners, whose meetings in Chicago termi- 
nated abruptly three weeks ago without re- 
sult. The Illinois miners on the scale com- 
mittee then left for Cincinnati to attend the 
convention, though they did not take part in 
the conferences, as the Illinois operators are 
not party to the interstate agreement. 


75,000 Men Involved Here. 


About 75,000, miners are involved in the dis- 

pute in Illinois and the entire force will quit 
work if no agreement is reached. Their de- 
mand as modified by the Cincinnati conven- 
tion is for an advance of 5 cents a ton on lump 
coal, which means 8 cents a ton on mine run. 
In addition to wages they want half holidays 
on Saturdays at full pay for men recetving 
day wages and payment of shotfirers’ wages 
by the operator. 
The present basis of pay in this state is on 
mine run entirely, while in the east the basis 
is on screened coal, In the east also the min- 
ers fire their own shots, while the Illinois law 
requires the employment of special men for 
this purpose. The wages of shotfirers now 
are paid by the miners, though they have al- 
ways protested against it. 

A. L. Berry, an Illinols operator, said the 
operators were anxious to change the basis 
from mine run to lump because the waste due 
to large shots fired reduces the quantity of 
lump coal, which brings the highest prices. 


Thinks Strike Is Inevitable. 

“As I see it now,“ said Mr. Barry, a 
strike is inevitable in Illinois. There is no 
time in which to reach an agreement. The 
position of the Illinois operators is that 
when Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Indiana agree 
upon a basis of mining the operators here 
will take the matter up with the Illinois 
miners, independent of the other three states. 

“We received a message from our mines 
in Indiana that the men were taking out 
their tools and that no more coal would be 
mined until an adjustment was made. The 
shutdown probabiy will not affect large in- 
dustries to aby extent for at least a month 
or six weeks. Railroads and other large 
consumers are well supplied. having stored 
large quantities in anticipation of a strike.“ 

The large railroads east and west of Chi- 
cago have been and are storing from 800,000 
to 500,000 tons of coal. the object being to 
have a sixty days’ supply to tide them over 
the possible suspension of mining. 

The bulk of this is stored in Chicago rail- 
road yards, and the yards at all railroad 
division points are full. The Burlington now 
is loading 7,000 coal cars to hold on the tracks 
in addition to that in its yards.

ATTACK ON LORDS 


British Premier's Speech in 


Commons Puts New Heart 
Into Following 


BACKED UP BY REDMOND. 


Balfour Shows Opposition Will 
Fight to Last Ditch on 
the Veto Issue, 


LONDON, March 29.—The first day’s de- 
bate in the house of commons and Premier 
Agquith's resolutions dealing with the veto 
power of the house of lords proved conclu- 
sively tonight that the lords will not yield 
their privileges without a great struggle. 

A. J. Balfour, the opposition leader in the 
commons, declared plainly that it was the 
intention of his party to take the first oppor- 
tunity to repeal any measure restrieting the 
bouse of lords’ power of veto. 

On the other hand, Premier Asquith’s 

h seems to have put fresh heart into 
his conglomerate party, and the speeches of 
John E. Redmond for the Irish party and 
George Nicoll Barnes for the Laborites, as 
well as those of the representatives of the 
Welsh constituencies, all breathed defiance 
to the lords. The only diseatisfaction ex- 

sed was that the premier’s proposals 
were not drastic enough, but full support was 
promised the resolutions nevertheless. 

The debate will be continued throughout 
the week, and a divfsion will be taken on 
Wonday. Mr. Redmond has summoned a 
meeting of his party for tomorrow for fur- 
mer consideration of the situation. 


Asquith Stirs Excitement, 


The lower chamber held an excited crowd 
when Mr. Asquith rose and moved that the 
house go into committee of the whole to 
consider the government's resolutions look- 
ing to the abolition of the veto power of the 
lords of which the premier gave notice on 
March 21. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Asquith's three resolu- 
tions provide that the lords shall have no 
part in financial legislation; that their power 
over other legislation shall consist only in 
compelling deliberation, but not beyond the 
life of a single parliament; and that the term 
of parliament shall be limited to five years 
instead of seven years, as at present. 

The premier traced the course of events 
culminating with the lords’ interference with 
the budget measure in the last parliament 
and declared the subsequent general elec- 
tions had given the house of commons ex- 
press authority to bring that state of things. 
to an end. There was both room and need 
for a second chamber, he said, but of such a 
dody the present house of lords was only a 
travesty and caricature. 

Sees Commons as Sheet Anchor. 

Mr. Asquith said he desired to see the pre- 
dominance of the house of commons in legis- 
lation. The government believed that this 
was the sheet anchor of Great Britain's rep- 
resentative system. A proper second cham- 
ber must, he contended, be relatively small 
in numbers, and must rest upon a democratic 
and not a hereditary base; it must be a body 
which by virtue of its composition and at- 
mosphere will not be governed by partisan- 
ship, tempered against panic, but at the same 
time responsible to and dependent upon the 
opinion and will of the nation. 

The premier said that he did not favor a 
referendum as the means of settling the 
deadiock of the two houses. He would like 


a joint session, provided both chambers had 


democratic bases; but he did not think thata 
joint session was applicable to Great 
Britain’s existing constitution. 

Therefore, the only means for overcoming 
the present difficulties was the limitation of 
the veto of the ?érds, coupled with a shorten- 
ing of the duration of parliaments, Which the 
premier thought would insure that the popu- 
lar will would not be frustrated. The royal 
veto was dead as Queen Anne, he added, and 
the absolute veto of the lords must follow 
before the road it cleared for the advent of 
a full grown and unfettered democracy. 


Balfour Attacks Proposition. 

Mr. Balfour followed the prime minister, 
whose proposal he characterized as the 
most absurd experiment. in constitution 
making upon which any government ever em- 
barked.” 

It would be madness, he said, to adopt the 
changes which would remove all safeguards 
from the affairs of finance. He could not 
conceive a more inauspicous moment for the 
suggestion that the lords had exceeded their 
powers in rejecting the money bill than now, 
when everybody knew that if the house of 
commons voted on the merits of the budget 
without regard to ulterior issues like home 
rule, the financial measures would be re- 
jected. 

Mr. Balfour contended that the existence of 
the house of lords was more necessary than 
ever now. when modern radicalism has rey- 
olutionary ideas and aims upon which the 
people should be consulted before their final 
adoption.“ 

Mr. Balfour intimated that if this really 
grotesque proposal ever became a law, the 
Conservatives promptly would remove it 
from the statute books when they returned to 
power.

There had been a grow- 
ing mervousness over the prospect of a pos- 
sible hitch, and pressure was brought to 
bear on thé government, particularly by the 
banking and lumber interests, to avoid tariff 
hostilities. The final settlement will be 
hafled as a welcome relief. 

It is generally felt that Minister Ficl4ing 
has done well for Canada. The government 
will be criticised by extremists for not hav- 
ing forced the hand of the United States, but 
the great majority are pleased that conces- 
sions have been made on enough articles to 
satisfy the United States. 


Expect Move for Reciprocity. 

The general opinion expressed is that the 
peace settlement marks a new era of im- 
proved trade relations in which codperation 
will replace antagonism. The details of the 
list of a@ dozen or go tariff reductions which 
Canada has agreed to will be kept secret 
until the new rates become operative by be- 
ing laid on the table of the house of commons. 
on Wednesday. 

Members of the ministry profess ignorance 

as to what has been granted. But it is known 
that there will be no important reductions 
effecting any Canadian industry. In them- 
selves the tariff changes are understood to 
be comparatively unimportant.

BULLETS ARE IN EVIDENCE. 


Dr. Miller Inspeets Holes in Coat of 
Victim of Tragedy 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watseka, III., March 29.—[{ Special, }—The 
rusty hand ax wh ich is the pivotal feature on 
which hangs the fate of Dr. W. R. Miller. 
Mrs. Lucy Sayler, and John Grunden, ac- 
cused of the murder of John Byron Sayler, 
was identified in court today by Willis O. 
Sayler. brother cf the slain man. If the 
state's attorney and his associates can prove 
that this hand ax was placed in the parlor 
of the Sayler home after the victim was shot 
das an excuse for a story of self-defense, the 

most important point of the prosecution will 
be established. 

Willis O. Sayler declared he was the own 
er of the hand ax, which had been used as 
a camping tool at his bungalow on the Iro- 
quoig river. 
to the banker's home in Crescent City he was 
unable to state. Both J. B. Sayler and Dr. 
Miller had accese to the bungalow and went 
there on hunting and fishing trips, he said. 

The hand ax was identified by Coroner C. 
E. Barnum as the one found in the Sayler 
house after the shooting. The coroner de- 
clared there were spots of blood on the 
hatchet, in contradiction of statements made 
by other witnesses, who seid there was no 
blood on the instrument. 


Testimony as to Bullets. 

The introduction of the bullets recovered 
from the body of the slain man and other 
exhibits occupied the greater portion of the 
day's testimony. The bullets were identified 
by Dr. F. L. Browsher and Dr. William 
Hecker, physicians who performed the 
Autopsy, 

Attorney Free P. Morris gained a point for 
the defense tending to establish that the 
killing was accompanied by a struggle when 
he obtained a statement from Dr. Hecker on 
cross examination that the bullet which en- 
tered Sayler’s right arm must have been 
fired when the arm was upraised as in a 
striking position. 

The claim of the defense will be that the 
victim was attacked while sitting in a chair 
or lymg on the floor. 

Mrs. Sayler, widow, of the slain banker, 
and her daughter, Golda, sat unmoved while 
these exhibits, including the hand ax, bul- 
lets, and bloody clothing were shown to the 
jury. Their faces were apparently steeled 
for the occasion and they seemed to take no 
interest in the articles. 

Dr. Miller arose from his chair when the 
coat of the slain man wae fitted on one of 
the spectators in the courtroom in order 
that the jury might see where the bullets 
took effect. He noted the location of the 
holes in the coat and wrote a few lines in his 
notebook. He took as interest in the 
hand ax. 

W. O. Sayler identified the various exhibits 
which were takén by him to Crescent City 
after the investigation by the grand jury. 

Did you see the ax prior to July 12?” 
asked State's Attorney John P. Pallisard. 

es, was Sayler’s answer. 

Where was it?“ 

At my cabin on the Iroquois river.” 

When did you see it last?’

State's Attorney Pallisard took the stand 
to identify two bullets and a cartridge which 
were recovered. He fitted one of the bullets 
in the cartridge in the presence. of the jury. 
‘Testimony was introduced to show that the 
bullet was a 32 caliber. ane 


Question as to Testimony. 

The first argumtints of the admissibility 
of evidence arose when the state’s attorney 
asked to be aMowed to introduce the state- 
ments made by Mrs. Sayler and John Grun- 
den at the coroner's inquest. J. W. Kern of 
the counsel for the defense resisted the. in- 
troduction of these statements. Judge Dibell 
took the question under consideration and 
will give his opinion tomorrow. 

It is now expected that the state's case will 
be closed by Saturday, most of the direct 
testimony bearing directly upon the affairs 
of the night of Sayler’s death and subse- 
quent events having been introduced, the 
testimony regarding Mrs. Sayler’s friendship 
with Dr. Miller, and her hunting trips in 
his company, it is said, will be introduced 
after the defense has made its showing. The 
defense will ask for a dismissal in the case 
after the state closes.

In ‘their search for buildings inadequately 
protected against fire disasters, building de- 
partment inspectors centered their attentions 
yesterday on hotels after completing exami- 
nations uf 179 hospitals, dispensaries, nurser- 
ies, homes and creches, directing the instal- 
lation of scores of safety appliances 

As to the hotels, the day's activities includ- 
ed the following: 

ACME HOTEL, 453 State utente —Five stories; 
ladder fire escape in front. 

ALHAMBRA HOTEL, State street, between 
Archer avenue and Twentieth etreet.—No fire es- 
cape in front; Archer avenue aide has a ladder in- 
stead of stairway fire escape 

PALMER HOUSB, State and Monroe streets. — 
Suits started in the Municipal court to compel the 
83 of five stairway fire escapes instead of lad- 

ers. 

QUINCY HOTEL 12 Quincy ben 
closed today if there is not immediate installation 
of a modern fire escape. A fireproof passage must 
de cut to permit exit from a mantrap court 
which Is inclosed 80 that escape would be impos- 
Bible. 

RELIANCE HOTS®L, % State street.—Galvation 
army headquarters; no fire escape in front. 

Other hotels to be visited include the 
State at 353 State street, the City at Sixteenth 
and State streets, and half.a dozen others 
mentioned in complaints. 


Wants Complaints of Citizens. 

“This department welcomes every com- 
plaint,“ said Bullding Commissioner Camp- 
bell. Information from private citizens 
will be appreciated.” 

Every complaint will be investigated,” 
said Chief Inspector P. J. Miniter. 

In his inspection of the hotels Commission- 


er Campbell has in mind a general subatitu- 


tion of the stairway type of fire escape for 

the flimsy ladders that passed muster under 

the old building code, but which under the 
new code are not acceptable. The reason is | 
that women, children, the aged of either sex 

could not climb down the ladder escapes in 

times of peril and excitement, while in win- 

ter cold their touch would tear skin from 

any person’s hands. 

Decision to close the Quincy hotel was the 
result of a visit by Inspectors H. D. Cor- 
coran and Richard Schrik. The most danger- 
ous feature was the court, from which escape 
in case of fire would have been impossible, 
the old exits having been walled up. To 
reach the court thé inspectors were com- 
pelled to toke off their shoes and stockings 
and wade through the Northern baths. The 
Great Northern. office building bounds-it on 
another side. 

Five stairway escapes should be installed 
on the Palmer house, In the department’s 
opinion, and it is to enforce this substitution 
that the suits have been filed in the Munic- 
ipal court.

‘The Alhambra hotel is a three story struc- 
ture, with a stair fire escape on the Twen- 
'tieth street side, none on the State street 
front, and a ladder on Archer avenue. The 
theater in the rear has two wide stairway es- 
capes of the type the building department 
would require for all structures of size, with 
a balanced drop at the bottom to permit 
reaching the ground. 

The Alhambra hotel was one of the build- 
ings listed as unsafe by Capt. P. J. Deasy in 
the letter sent by him to Fire Chief Horan, 


‘who says he forwarded it to Building Com- 


missioner Campbell, who says he did not re- 
ceive it. The Fish Furniture company build- 
ing was mentioned in this list as being espe- 
cially dangerous. 


Violations of Code Reported. 

As a result of the Fish building fire com- 
plaints are pouring into the building depart- 
ment. One draws attention to the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board bullding at 118 Dear- 
born street, where the doors open inwards. 
The same correspondent finds the same viola- 
= of the code at the Palmer house barber 
shop. 

As a result of inspection of The Hub build- 
ing in State street extensive changes were 
ordered. One wide stairway fire escape must 
de run from the top of the building to the 
ground in Quincy street and another similar- 
ly in Jackson boulevard. A passageway 
closed on the fifth floor must be reopened; 
red lights placed at fire escapes; obstruc- 
tions to exits removed; fire resisting glass 
put in windows opening on escapes.

Naturalist Dies 
on Liner at Sea.

Cambridge. Mass. March 29.—Alexander 
Agassiz, naturalist and president of the 
Calumet and Hecla Mining company, died 
yesterday—on the steamer Adriatic, bound 
from Southampton to New York. The news 
came in a wireless message from Rodolphe 
Agassiz, bis son. | 

Agassiz was born m Neüchatei. Switzer- 
land, Dec. 17, 1835. His father was the late 
Prof. Jean Louis Rodolphe Agassiz and his 
mother Cecfle Braun Agassiz. He came to 
the United States in 1840, and received the 
degree A. B. at Harvard in 1855, studying 
also in Lawrence Scientific school. He mar- 
ried Anna Russell in Brookline, Mass., Nov. 
13, 1860. 

After service on the United States coast 
survey, he became superintendent of the 
Calumet and Hecla copper mines in the Lake 
Superior region, developing the properties 
with great rapidity. Later he became presi- 
dent of the company. He led an expedition 
to investigate Peruvian and Chilean mines 
in 1875, and on bis return began a long series 
of gifts, aggregating mpre than $1,000,000, to 
the Harvard museum of comparative 
zoélogy, of which he became curator. 
Deep sea exploration interested him, and 
he led expeditions to the Sandwich islands, 
West Indies, Fiji islands, and Australia. 
Emperor William appointed him a member 
of the Order of Merit in 1902. He was an 
officer of the French Legion of Honor, and a 
foreign member of the academies of science 
of Paris, London, Vienna, Munich, Rome, 
Stockholm, and Copenhagen. He was the 
author of numerous scientific treatises.

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GAINS IN SENATE

BURTON WINS ONE POINT. 


Ohioan Fails to Kill Movement 
to Give $1,000,000 Fund 
for Inquiry. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 29.—[{Special.]— 
Senator Lorimer’s waterway scheme, which 
involves federal codperation with Illinois in 
the building of that state’s link of the lakes 
to the gulf prosect, came out of the senate 
committee on commerce today battered but 
still acceptable to its author. The committee 
added provisions insuring a detailed investi- 
gation of the feasibility of the waterway, but 
retained the $1,000,000 appropriation for pre- 
liminary work, which is the part of the proj- 
ect in which the senator is chiefly interested. 

Senator Burton of Ohio made a bitter fight 
upon the whole lakes to the gulf proposition. 
He expressed fears that the level of the great 
lakes would be lowered by the diversion of a 
large volume of water to the canal, that the 
Mississippi valley would be flooded, and that 
the equable climate of the lake states would 
be made a shade more frigid by the flow 
southward of the cold water from Lake Su- 


perior. 
Burton Wins One Point. 


He succeeded in getting the committee to 
broaden the scope of the investigation to be 
made by the board of engineers that is to re- 
port upon the feasibility of the project at the 
next session of congress. The amendment 
provides: 

“ The board shall report upon the feasibility 
of the waterway and the most advisable 
depth therefor in case the waterway is rec- 
ommended; also upon such measures as may 
be required to properly preserve the levels of 
the great lakes and to compensate, as far as 
practicable, for the diminished level in these 
lakes and the connecting waters thereof by 
reason of any diversion of the water from 
Lake Michigan for the maintenance of the 
proposed waterway herein described or the 
diversion for any other purpose, and also 
upon the influence upon the volume and 
height in the Mississippi river below Cairo 
and also the effect upcn the climate of the 
lake states by a change in the currents.” 

Senator Burton has been converted to the 
anxiety of the Michigan statesmen who think 
there will be ho more peaches raised on the 
east shore of Lake Michigan when the Lake 
Superior waters move southward. By the ad- 
vocates of the Lorimer plan it is contended 
that no appreciable amount of water from 
the north will be drawn south. 


Lorimer Sees No Losses. 


Senator Lorimer read the amendment care- 
fully, and then asked: 

Did they leave in the $1,000,000?” 

They did,“ he was informed. 

Then it's all right,“ he said. “‘ We have 
lost nothing and what they have added is not 
detrimental. It will do no harm to get fur- 
ther information on the lowering of the lake 
levels. We know that the waterway will 
lower the level between 4 and 7 inches, but 
the lakes are higher now than they ever have 
been, and no harm will be done to navigation. 
As to the effect on the climate, I do not con- 
sider that proposition alarming.“ 

The senator considers his fight as good as 
won, as he expects the bill to go through the 
senate in its present shape. He believed the 
engineering board will be able to report next 
December and that the Illinois legislature 
will accept the federal codperation at the 
regular session next winter.

STUDENT OF IMMIGRATION. 


Declares Men Are Lured to America by 
False Promises. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—A woman 
related today before the house committee 
on immigration a graphic story of how thou- 
sands of poor immigrants were brought to 
this country from continental Europe by 
the steamship companies, who, it is alleged, 
induced them by means of false promises to 
leave their European homes and come to 
America in quest of almost fabulous wealth, 
only to be thrown upon the charity of a 
strange country, poverty stricken, homeless, 
and frequently forced into absolute peonage. 

The statements were those of Mrs. Quack- 
enbos, a New York attorney and former 
employé of the department of justice, in 
which capacity she investigated alleged 
peonage cases in the south. For a year she 
has been abroad, traveling through Spain, 
Portugal, Italy, Greece, and other coun- 
tries at hér own expense, studying immigra- 
tion questions. 

Agent in Every Village. 

Mrs. Quackenbos declared almost every 
village arid hamlet of Europe had its steam- 
ship agent—frequently the village barber or 
storekeeper—Who induced the poorer classes 
to buy passage to America, where it was rep- 
resented they would be able practically to 
pick up dollars in the streets. 

„Even the fellow countrymen of these 
poor people who have been in this country a 
few years and are versed in its ways fre- 
quently take advantage of the ignorance of 
immigrants and virtually sell them into 
peonage by taking their money and shipping 
them to contractors in other parts of the 
country,” said Mrs. Quackenbos. 


She Suggests a Remedy. 

The way to stop the great flood of ignorant 
and penniless immigrants to this country, 
the witness told the committee, was to enact 
laws that would reach the steamship com- 
panies and their agents. 


BRIG. GEN. T. L. ROSSER DEAD. 


Man Who Served Confederacy and Later 
Commanded American Troops in 
Spanish War Succumbs. 


Charlottesville, Va., Magch 29.—Brig. Gen. 
Thomas Lafayette Rosser, aged 73, died to- 
night. He was taken ill ten days ago with a 
severe chill. Other complications set in, re- 
sulting in his death. 

Rosser was a student at West Point when 
ordered into the fleld by Lincoln, but he re- 
signed and entered the service of the con- 
federacy at Montgomery as first lieutenant. 
When the surrender came he refused to capit- 
ulate, and, cutting his way through the union 
lines, took the shattered remnants of his 
command to Lynchburg and disbanded them. 

When the war with Spain was declared he 
was appointed a brigadier general of volun- 
teers and commanded a brigade composed of 
Minnesota, Ohio, and Pennsylvania regi- 
ments. He was serving his second term as 
postmaster of Charlottesville. A widow and 
three children survive him.

She is Sonia, osten- 
sibly an actress and, in the opinion of the gov- 
ernor, a member of an older profession. Under 
her frigid caresses he melts into a mood 80 
playful that when she asks him to allow her to 
shackle him to the pillar whereon his victims 
are fettered for inquisition, he agrees.

The 
Germans of Pennsylvania have not been so com- 
pletely absorbed: They still exist, and both in 
physical structure and language show evidence 
of their origin. The original French population 
in the limits of the United States has practically 
ceased to exist. The original Spanish element of 
Florida is of little consequence, but the Spanish 
element of the southwest persists in compara- 
tive purity both in blood and speech. It will 
be — generations before this element disap- 
pears. Its importance, however, diminishes each 
decade, and for our purpose may be disregarded. 

We have left then, as forming the American, 
an overwhelming preponderance of British. This 
“was the condition at the beginning of this cen- 
tury. 

[To this original composition in which Brit- 
ish predominated the last eighty years have 
sent notable additions of blood of a similar 
strain. I say similar, for, leaving out of con- 
sideration the Spanish element, the original 
Dutch, German, French, and British were of a 
fairly uniform type, the type.often called the 
Aryan or northern race. There have entered 
the United States in the last eighty years 7,700,- 
000 British, nearly 2,000,000 Scandinavians, 170,- 
000 from the Netherlands, nearly 500,000 French, 
250,000 Swiss, and more than 5,000,000 Germans. 
Thus to the original elements there has been 
added at the present time nearly 16,000,000 
aliens belonging to the same great European 
group. 


Northern Race Best Developed. 


This northern race is of all those of Europe 
the finest developed type. The type is’so well 
known to you that it needs no extended descrip- 
tion. Its chief characteristics are lofty stature, 
ruddy white skin, fair, sometimes reddish, wavy 
hair, ight eyes, often blue, a long head, with an 
elongated face and prominent, well fashioned, 
straight nose. The best developed representa- 
tives of this type are today found in Sweden, 
Denmark, Norway, Scotland, parts of England 
and Ireland, Holland north of the Rhine, in Fri- 
sian lands, northwestern Germany, and in the 
Baltic provinces of Russia. 

Of the nearly 16,000,000 immigrants tö whom 
‘I have just referred, all except the French and 
the east and south Germans belong to this type. 
But even the Germans and the French do not 
vary in type to such a marked extent as to pre- 
sent serious difficulty in the way of the forma- 
tion of a homogeneous American type. 

The Germans represent two minor types; one 

up from the Rhenish provinces, Bavaria and 
Austria, with a medium stature, a rounder head, 
light hair and eyes. Another type which has 
come to us is that found in parts of Belgium, 


uin Wales, and the northwest of Ireland. This 
type is tall, with chestnut hair, often almost

But the elements 
in this group Which show the widest divergence 
from the north Buropean type are the Italians 
and the Jews. 
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Insure Against Strike Losses. 


Insurance against strike losses is an institu- 
tion of recent date in Germany, writes Consul 
Albert of Brunswick. The numerous strikes 
which have taken place in this country have 
caused industrial employers to use all means 
for self-protection and self-preservation against 
the attacks of labor. While the workmen must 
suffer deprivation during a strike, they have 
nothing to lose. When the funds of the union 
are exhausted, the striker is supported by con- 
tributions from other labor organizations. 

Severe material damage is done the employer 
by a strike. Tle factory lies idle and suffers 
depreciation from want of use. Production 
ceases and the employer in these days of keen 
competition is exposed to the danger of being 
driven out of the market which he has with 
difficulty acquired. As the stoppage of work 
generally takes place at times of greatest pros- 
perity, when orders are most numerous, he is 
likely to lose all his custom to competitors. 

There are in all forty-eight companies 
namely: thirteen strike indemnity. insurance 
companies, twenty-six eniployers’ associations 
for strike insurance, and nine in which in- 
demnity is from occasion to occasion granted. 

The conditions under which a strike in- 
demnity are paid are different in the several 
companies. Assistance is granted in case of 
strikes and generally in lockouts. But this is 
subject to fixed conditions, the most important 
of which is that the stoppage of work has not 
been produced by the fault of the employer 
himself, ’

For Mr. Justice dee was perhaps 
the most democratic of our justices and 
did not approve the policy of academic 
retirement followed by some of his col- 
leagues. He evidently deemed it his duty 
to keep in touch with men and things in 
a direct and human way and did not fore- 
go the privileges of unofficial citizenship 
in the direction of free utterance upon all 
topics of public moment. His countenance 
and his opinions were made widely known 
through the press, while frequent appear- 
ances as a speaker made his personality as 
well as his personal views familiar to his 
countrymen. 

That this was an important factor in 
his work as a member of our court of last 
resort will not be denied. Nor will it be 
asserted that his contact with the people 
unduly affected his judgment toward popu- 
lar causes. On the contrary, his views on 
public men and measures of late years 
have run counter to the stream of public 
tendency—most notably in the instance of 
Mr. Roosevelt, who found in Mr. Justice 
Brewer one of bis most outspoken and 
hostile critics. His bitter and unjust at- 
tack in Carnegie hall, New York, in No- 
vember of 1907, was the most spectacular 
of his utterances, but it was expressive 
of a state of mind perturbed not only by 
Mr. Roosevelt’s acts but by the recent 
course of public feeling, 

Justice Brewer was gravely alarmed, as 
were most of his associates in the Supreme 
court, by what seemed to him and to them 
the subversion of all the political and 
economic doctrines which are assumed to 
have made America prosperous and power- 
ful. Justice Brewer was an American 
vieille roche, if one may use the term with 
just a touch of irony. He had the deep 
rooted conviction that.the preservation of 
Anglo-Saxonism, simon pure, was equiva- 
lent to-the preservation of the nation, and 
he viewed with alarm” the great tidal 
wave of immigration. Over the develop- 
ment of our social theory toward a modi- 
fication of classic individualism he be- 
came more and more concerned. But to 
say that he became reactionary is to mis- 
state the fact, since his decisions were re- 
i markably consistent throughout his career. 
What actually happened in Justice Brew- 
er's case, as it has happened in that of 
his colleagues and the judges of nearly 
every court of review in the country, was 
this: Of late years there has been a broad, 
indefinite but unmistakable tendency away 
|from those legal and social’ principles 
whieh lay an especial emphasis on the

dency also toward collectivism, toward 
regulation of individual activities by the 
state on behalf of the community. With 


nor many of his brother judges through- 
out the country had much sympathy. This 
was natural, and by no means 80 un- 
mitigated an evil as our most enthusiastic 
collectivists would have us believe. Never- 
theless, it is permissible to feel that if 
Justice Brewer’s successor should. repre- 
sent a less rigid conviction that these ten- 
dencies were perilous to our national wel- 
fare, if he should be convinced, im fact, 
that the emphasis upon property rights 
which is so remarked by all foreign ob- 
servers of our system, ought to be less- 
ened, the Supreme court would be 
strengthened in the popular confidence 
without being weakened as a bulwark 
against ill considered and revolutionary 
legislation. 

While the court is so largely made up 
of men who were educated in the extreme 
individualism of the midcentury economists 
and in the social theory of the once sacred 
Blackstone, no appreciable change in our 
judge made law is to be expected. It is 
desirable, indeed, that the change should 

be made too | suddenly, But that is 
not to be feared, since the caution and 
conservatism of the profession are safe 
assurance against it. What is to be hoped 
for is that the changing personnel of the 
courts of last resort, and especially of the 
federal Supreme court, shall represent the 
changing social ideals and respond fairly 
to the tendencies of the national thought 
and purpose in their most reasonable yet 
profound manifestations.

VERY reader of the novels of Sir Walter scott | 


will recall that Sir Humphrey Colquhoun, twelfth 

laird of Luss and chief of the historic and pow- 

erful clan of Colquhoun, was the principal foe 

of Rob Roy in the Waverley novel of that name, 
In fact, Sir Walter's novel “Rob Roy is devoted to 
the feuds and wars waged between Rob Roy, the chief 
of the Macgregors, and Sir Humphrey, chief of the clan 
of Colquhoun. The accession, therefore, of Capt. Ian 
Colquhoun of the Scots guards to the chieftainship of 
the great clan of Colquhoun as twenty-eighth laird of 
Luss and as chieftain of all the Colquhouns through 
the death of his father, Sir Alan Colquhoun, thirteenth 
baronet of the line, cannot fail to excite a certain 
amount of attention in this country, where the clan has 
a number of representatives. 

Some of them, however, no longer bear the name of 
Colquhoun but that of Calhoun and some also that of 
Gahn. It seems that Sir Alexander Colquhoun had 
three sons—John, the first baronet; William, and 
George. William and George are vaguely described in 
the various British peerages as having “died abroad 
without posterity.” This is unreliable. For in the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, when means of com- 
munication between the various countries were difficult 
at the best, it was found impossible at home to keep 
track of the younger sons of patrician families who 
had left for foreign lands in search of adventure and 
fortune. Consequently when lost sight of they were 
usually set down as having “died abroad without pos- 
terity.” 

—~o 

Swedish records, however, show that William and 
George Colquhoun, younger sons of Sir Alexander, en- 
tered the service of King Gustavus Adolphus of Swe- 
den, fought under his command during the thirty years’ 
war, and afterwards settled in Sweden. George died 
without issue, but William married and left a family of 
children, the eldest of whom, Peter, became chamber- 
idin to the royal Duke Carl of Sodermanland and died 
in 1633. The name of Colquhoun is pronounced in Scot- 
land and in England as “Cohoon,” and under the cir- 
cumstances it is not astonishing that in course of time 
the name came to be written in Sweden as “ Kahun,” 
which became corrupted into “Gehun” and finally into 
“ Gahn.” 

A branch of these Swedish Colquhouns, or Gahns, 
directly descended from Peter Colquhoun, is now set- 
tled in America, and one of its members, Henrik Gahn, 
holds an office under the United States government at 
Washington. The Gahns of Sweden have for the last 
200 years always made use of the armorial bearings of 
the Scotch house of Colquhoun, with the sanction of 
the Swedish crown and court of heraldry, which, as in 
other monarchical countries of the continent of Europe, 
is extremely strict about such matters.

The Colquhoun family was founded, according to one 
tradition, by the Caledonian chieftain Galgacus, who 
commanded the Scottish forces against the Romaas 
under Agricola, in the Grampian hills, in the year 80 
A. D., the name of Galgacus being converted into Gal- 
gahoun, then into Calhoun and Colquhoun. According 
to another tradition, the family was founded by a kins- 
man of the old earl of Lenox, Umfridus Kilpatrick by 
name, who in the reign of Alexander II. acquired from 
the earl the lands of Culchone, or Colquhoun, within 
that earldom, adopting for himself and for his descend- 
ants the name of the lands as their patronymic. The 
chieftain of the clan today has charters containing 
the grant of the lands of Colquhoun bearing the sigaa- 
ture of King Robert Bruce. 

Luss, in the county of Dumbarton, which is yet in the 
possession of the family, came to it through marriage 
in the reign of David II., and from that time forth the 
chief of the Colquhouns has always been known as the 
laird of Luss. The principal seat of the chief of the 
Colquhouns is Rossdhu, at Luss, built by Sir John 
Colquhoun, lord high chamberlain of Scotland under 
James V. and ambassador to-the court of Queen Eliza- 
beth in the reign of Mary, queen of Scots. It looks out 
on to Loch Lomond, standing on a promontory flanked 
by glorious woods on either hand and facing upon 
Lomond. Another possession of the family is Arrochar 
house and a third Ardencaple castle. The estates are 
large and valuable, and north of the Tweed the laird of 
Luss is regarded as one of the greatest personages in 
Scotland. 

— 

It is difficult to convey any idea of the irritation 
which prevails at the court of Vienna, and especially 
among the members of the reigning house, against Mrs. 
James Henry Smith of New York. It ts claimed at the 
court of Vienna that the widow of the New York multi- 
millionaire, who used to be known as “Silent Smith,” 
gave a distinct and solemn promise to the royal and 
imperial relatives of Prince Miguel of Braganza that 
she would pay all his debts in full on the occasion of 
his wedding. It was on this distinct understanding 
that the prince’s aunt, Archduchess Marie Therese of 
Austria, and his other relatives gave their consent to 
the match. 

Mrs. Smith's failure to fulfill her pledges and her 
refusal to furnish funds for anything beyond a mere 
composition with his creditors, which the latter have 
rejected, is denounced as an act of bad faith; and while 
Dom Miguel has been forbidden by the emperor and by 
his cousin, the heir presumptive, Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, to return to Austria until all his debts are 
paid in full, and has thus been rendered an exile from 
the land of his birth, where his family have found ref- 
uge, hospitality, and the most distinguished treatment 
after its expulsion from Portgual, Dom Miguel's Amer- 
ican wife, the former Miss Anita Stewart, and her 
mother, Mrs. James Henry Smith, find themselves cut 
off, probably forever, from all those social advantages 
in Europe which they had expected to secure through 
this extraordinary marriage. In fact, from a social 
point of view the position of Mrs. Smith and her daugh- 
ter as wealthy Americans was infinitely better in every 
sense than today, when even the diplomats are com- 
pelled to fight shy of them for fear of giving offense at 
Vienna

In the sensational divorce trial{which has just taken 
place in London between Capt. Henry Siward Surtees of 
the Coldstream guards and his rich Scotch wife and 
which was decided in the latter’s favor, the fact was 
brought to light that during a stay in Paris the cap- 
tain had taken her to the Folies Bergeres, to Maxim's, 
and to a number of other places of entertainment of a 
peculiar order with the object of showing her certain 
phases of Parisian life. As it is quite a common thing 
for English and American people of unimpeachable 
respectability to take their wives, sisters, and female 
relations generally to these places in order to gratify 
their curiosity, ft is just as well to point out that the 
English or American woman who visits resorts of this 
kind in Paris lowers the prestige of her country in 
foreigners’ eyes and that her male relative who takes 
her there shows himself to be singularly lacking in 
good taste, breeding, and in knowledge of the world. 

No respectable Frenchman would take his wife, his 
sister, or his daughter to such places, just In the same 
way that he would never dredm of permitting the Rire 
and those other improper, though sometimes witty, 
comic illustrated papers of Paris to enter his house or 
to come under the eyes of the women of his family. 

The cabarets and cafés of Montmartre, the Folies 
Bergeres, Maxim's, and analogous houses of entertain- 
ment, like the periodical literature which I have just 
mentioned, minister in a perfectly frank and open fash- 
ion to certain phases of human nature, and, being 
avoided by respectable French people, possibly do no 
great harm to French morals. en, however, it 
comes to American and English ladies visiting these 
haunts under the pretext of seeing Parisian life the 
ease is quite different and attention should be called to 
the deplorable impression which their behavior in this 
respect creates.

THD FIRST FERRULE. 

“This, son, is a female ferrule, and fits on the butt joint; de- 
fore we travel further along this trail let us take the sandpaper 
and remove the old glue and make her smooth and trim. Now 
give us that stick of cement, and while we heat it over the 
Rochester flame, lay the ferrule to one side so the little dent near 
the rim will de in line with the center of the reel seat. Now we 
scatter a few drops of the cement on the surface of the wood 
where the ferrule ts to go, heat the wood end ferrule over the 
blaze, start the ferrule with the dent lined right, and then shove 
it forcibly home. Just right; an expert rod builder could not fave 
done it better.”

THE LOSS OF LIFE 


Campaign for Safe Handling 
of Explosives Shows Grat- 
ifying Success. 


FEWER ACCIDENTS NOW.

Lehigh Valley to Have Agricul- 
tural: Department; New Cars 
for the Santa Fe. 


Satisfactory success has attended efforts 
of the railroads in their campaign to reduce 
accidents and losses of life and property in 
the transportation of explosives, inflamma- 
bles, acids, etc., through proper administra- 
tion of the interstate commerce commission's 
rules for the handling of these articles. The 
results are outlined in the annual report of 
Chief Inspector B. W. Dunn of the bureau 
for the safe transportation of explosives and 


ij other dangerous articles, which is main- 


tained by the American Railway associa- 


tion. 

After having been in existence for only 
about two years the bureau reports that for 
1900 the total known property loss on ac- 
count of explosions or accidents in trans- 
porting explosives by rail was reduced to 
$2,673. For the year 1908 the loss from this 
account was $114,629 and for 1907 $496,820. 


Number of Fatalities Reduced. 


i The number of persons killed by explo- 
sions in transit was reduced to 6 from 26 in 
1908 and 52 in 1907, and the number of per- 
sons injured dropped from 53 and 80 in the 
two previous years to 7 in 1900. The number 
of accidents resulting in explosions was 12, 
as compared with 22 and 79. 

The work of the bureau, which iscomposed 
of 172 railway companies operating 200,984 
miles, is accomplished by rigid enforcement 
of the rules requiring proper labeling of 
dangerous articles for transportation, pre- 
scribing methods of packing and handling, 

and by a campaign of education through lec- 
tures by agents of the bureau.

| ANNEXATION ROUGHT BY SNOW 


Alderman Would Retain Oak 
Park as City’s Back Bedroom. 


ORPOSES' MORGAN PARK, TOO. 


Says Chicago Is Finanelally Unable to 
Assume New Barden, 


Ald. B. W. Snow, chairman of the city 
council! finance committee, yesterday jumped 
with both feet upon the propositions to annex 
Oak Park and Morgan Park to Chicago. 

“It is better to let Oak Park remain the 
back bedroom of the city. rather than an- 
nex it and crowd the children out of a sleep- 
ing place,“ he said as he concluded dictating 
a statement embodying his sentiments. His 
statement in part was as follows: 

“In voting always to annex every bit of 
ambitious real estate that happens to lle 
adjacent to the city limits the people of Chi- 
cago show a maximum of local pride and a 
minimum of common sense. Of course it ig - 
to the advantage of this suburban territory 
to become a part of Chicago because it is 
thereby assured of participating in the 
advantages of city government at the ex- 


pense of the old territory of Chicago. 


There are districts in Chicago now which 
have been anfiexed for years from which the 
total contributions would not be sufficient 
to pay for the police and fire protection, and 
there are some cases where it js question- 
able if the revenue contributed would be suffi- 
cient even to take care of the removal of 
garbage from the back doors of the homes 
in the annexed territory. 

“So long as the city is crippled financially 
as it is now, it is the height of folly to as- 
sume additional expenses for the policing and 
protecting and exercise of general govern- 
ment in a territory which will contribute but 
a fractional part of what it costs to do these 
things. The people of Chicago should get 
the idea of size out of their heads and realize 


that the first responsibility is to take care 


of the people who are already citizens.” 

The campaign in Oak Park for annexation 
reached a climax during the day in the cir- 
culation of literature. Ten literary “exhibits”’ 
in the, form of questions, letters, data, 
speeches, etc., will be scattered broadcast in 
the hope of having the suburb joined to Chi- 
cago.

Forsberg Ordinance Stopping 
Cars at Fifty-second Ave- 
nue Only Means Left. 


FEAR LONG LEGAL FIGHT} 


Arnold Turns Over to City Offi- 
cials and ‘L’ Roads Through 
Route Plans, 


It is up to the people of Oak Park and 
Austin to whistle for the elevation of the 
elevated railroad tracks. So far as can be 
observed, there is only one chance left to 
secure track elevation, which is by the en- 
forcement of the Forsberg ordinance, passed 
gome time ago, to prohibit the cars running 
west of Fifty-second avenue. If this means 
is taken it will result in a long drawn out 
legal battle. 

This situation is the outcome of Monday 
night’s council meeting, when the extension 
. ot the Oak Park Elevated road was 

lied. 

There is just a chance that the ordinance 
may be called up again at the next meeting, 
two weeks off, but sucha would 
be most unusual on the night when the old 
council sits chiefly for the purpose of induct- 
ing new members into office. No one could be 
found yesterday who would sey that he 
would seek to revive the ordinance. 


Foreman Sees No Hope. 

On the other hand, Ald. Foreman, chair- 
man of the loca] transportation committee, 
eaid positively that he would not, and that 
So far as he is concerned, the franchise, hav- 
ing been beaten on the floor of the council, is 
dead. 

“IT don’t know whether or not Mr. Knight 
will accept the track elevation ordinance 
which was pased on Monday,” said AM. 
Foreman. “If he doesn’t, the city has no 
way of forcing elevation, except with the 
Forsberg ordinance, and I suppose that if we 
try to stop the trains at Fifty~eecond avenue 
there will be a how! from the Austinites.” 

President Knight was asked if he would 
accept the elevation ordinance, in view of the 
defeat of the extension ordinance, and with 
@ snicker he replied: “I really can’t say.“ 

Inasmuch as the local transportation com- 
mittee and the track elevation committee has 
been trying for three years to get him to 
elevate these tracks it is not thought prob- 
Able he will consent now.

TO BOOST PRICE OF CURRANTS. 


Greek Government Passes Bill to Cur- 
tail Production So Higher Cost 
Will Bring More Revenue. 


Advices received by local merchants yes- 
terday disclosed the fact that while express 


companies on the Pacifiq coast were adding 


to their transportation service in order to 
move a record fruit crop, the government 
officials of Greece were taking ‘steps to cur- 
tail the production of currants. | 

A bill has been passed by the Greek govern- 
ment authorizing or compelling the uprooting 
of B per cent of the currant vineyards. The 
Object of the measure is to bring the produc- 
tion of currants into closer relation with the 
consuming requirements of the world and to 
advance prices, thus increasing the revenue 
@erived from the currant growing industry, 


which is one of Greece’s chief sources of in- [ 


come. 

Effects of law are expected to be a 
Sharp rise in thé price of currants for export 
to this country and an upturn in prices here 
is looked for before the opening of the currant 
geason next fall.
